A SCIENTIFIC HAMPDEN 


Lord Rothschild’s terse report on 
“the organization and management 
of government research and develop- 
ment ~ has been provocative of a tor- 
rent of words ; so the House of Lords 
should have no difficulty in keeping 
going for the two days it has allotted 
to the subject, starting today. 

The row has been about the re- 
search councils, although the report 
is about government-sponsored re- 
search and development in general. 
Can it be that the many eminent men 
of science who have raised their voices 
against Rothschild have lost their 
sense of proportion ? After all, the 
estimated sum spent by the Govern- 
ment on R and D in this financial 
year is £645m. Only a sixth goes to 
the five research councils via the 
Department of Education and 
Science. And of that £109m Lord 
Rothschild’s customer-contractor pro- 
posal (the proposal that part of the 
werk now done by résearch councils 
on their own initiative and out of 
their general funds should instead 
be directly commissioned and paid 
for by government departments) 
affects, in Lord Rothschild’s judg- 
ment, £27m worth of work. So in 
financial terms the controversial 
customer-contractor principle alters 
the status of one twenty-fourth of the 


public funds flowing into R and D. 


It looks a rather marginal dispute. 
That however is not how the 
scientific community sees it. Nor is 
it how Lord Rothschild himself sees 
it. 
Since the Civil War in the 17th cen- 
tury it has been a cardinal principle 
of parliamentary democracy to defend 
the British public against monopolies, 
the control by a small segment of the 
community of resources whose. distri- 
bution should be the responsibility of

the public, represented by Parliament. 

The monopolistic position of the 
Research Councils is seen in their 
determination of priorities within their 
Own research programmes. 


A scientific Hampden and _parlia- 
ment man, Lord Rothschild proposes 
to rectify this royalist abuse. The 
quotation is from Lord Rothschild’s 
memorandum sent to the Commons 
select committee on science and tech- 
nology in January. Under examina- 
tion by the committee he was even 
more explicit. “* What is wrong with 
the research councils is that they are 
not accountable to anybody for their 
programmes. Jt seems to me that in 
a democratic system you simply can- 
not have people behaving in an auto- 
nomous way with large chunks of the 
nation’s resources.” 

It is not that Lord Rothschild 
observed during inspection that the 
research councils wasted money, fell 
down on the job, failed to get the 
results. it would be reasonable to 
expect. As he says he did not have 
time to examine the programmes in 
detail with the appropriate experts. 
He passes no judgment on their work. 
His argument is a priori. The 
system is wrong because it is deficient 
in logic or administrative propriety, 
or both. He proposes a remedy, and 
‘T regard the fundamental arguments 
in favour of the customer/contractor 
principle as self-evident ”. 

The principle can be made to 
sound obvious enough. If a govern- 
ment department, in pursuance of its 
policies, comes on a_ scientific or 
technical problem which it is beyond 
its own resources to resolve. then it 
ought to commission research from 2 
research council or elsewhere. specify- 
ing its requirements and paying for 
the work.

with a bearing on public policies has

The case for a fundamental shift 


in the assumptions underlying the 
funding of the research councils is 
not made out, nor could it be, by 
consideration only of those issues to 
which Lord Rothschild restricted 
himself in his quick report.

Somebody is about to produce yet another book about the Rothschilds 
and I am told there is going to be something in it about my wartime 
activities. In the interests of these not being distorted to the 
embarrassment of all concerned, I thought of giving the author a short 
piece, which is enclosed. 


I discussed this with Burke, who said he thought that provided 
the detailed nature of devices was not disclosed, no individuals in the 
Security Service or connected with it were mentioned, and provided the 
account did not give people new ideas, this would be all right, subject 
to your vetting it. Would you be kind enough to do so? 


You may remember that all the devices referred to in the enclosed 
account were described in a booklet whose security classification had to 
be downgraded because of the very wide distribution it had, both among 
British and American personnel. In fact, a number of them appeared in 
a public film made in America.

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The difference between an "ordinary" and a sabotage bomb is that 
the latter can only be used by stealth. This either means that the 
saboteur puts the bomb in position without being noticed and where it 
will not be noticed, or that the bomb must be camouflaged to look like 
a completely harmless object. Such camouflage gives scope for 
considerable ingenuity and, during World War II, German sabotage bombs 
were camouflaged as lumps of coal, thermos flasks containing real tea, 


macintoshes (made of plastic explosive), walking sticks and coat hangers. 


811 sabotage bombs contain a fuse connected to a delay mechanism 
which may operate by clockwork or acid eating through metal. ‘The problem 
is to get the fuse out of the bomb and the enemy tries to make this as 
difficult as possible by incorporating booby traps so that the removal 
of the fuse causes the bomb to explode. Alternatively the fuse itself 
may be booby trapped so that after it has been removed it explodes if 


taken to pieces. 


Immediately after a lecture on sabotage to the Police during 
World War II a large can of imported, liquid eggs, which had just arrived 
at the docks in Liverpool, was thought to be suspicious and the Police 
asked me if I would care to examine it. Having extracted the fuse, which 
was of a seven-day clockwork type, I took the bomb and its fuse to London 
in my car. The fuse was suspected of being booby trapped as a Naval 
Officer in Gibraltar had, a few weeks earlier, lost his eye and been 
seriously wounded when taking an identical fuse to pieces. I took the 
fuse to pieces in my office in London, kneeling behind a heavily padded 
armchair, so that if it was booby trapped only my hands and the lower 
part of my arms would be damaged. All went well, 


On another occasion a crate of onions, which had been imported 
from Spain and arrived near Northampton, was thought to be suspicious and 
I was requested to deal with it. Again, the fuse turned out to be of a 
type which might be booby trapped. On this occasion, when taking the bemb 
to pieces, I thought it desirable for there to be a record in case of 
accidents, and I therefore dictated through a microphone each step in the 


process of dismantling the bomb. Again, no accidents occurred.

I was frightened when I took the fuse to pieces behind the armchair, 


but not on other occasions when intense curiosity was the dominating emotion. 


A number of "key points" were identified in Great Britain during 
World War II. They were given special protection against enemy saboteurs. 
The first key point on the list was called Winston Churchill. Among other 
things, it was feared that he might be killed by secret methods, for 
example poisoned food, drink or cigars. On one occasion, when walking 
from 10 Downing Street to the House of Commons, a French General came up 
to him, saluted smartly, and presented him with a Virginia ham, something 
which Winston Uhurchill greatly fancied. He gave instructions that he 
would have some for breakfast the next morning. We, were instructed to 
test the ham, to ensure it had not been poisoned. (In the normal way 
presents of food would not have come to the Prime Minister's attention, 
but on this occasion there was no way out.) The Medical Research Council, 
whom I consulted, said that in the twelve or so hours available there was 
no chance of testing the ham for deadly bacteria. If, on the other hand, 
it had been poisoned, the best way of finding this out would be to feed a 
slice of the ham to the Medical Research Council cat, which they were 
prepared to sacrifice for the sake of the Prime Minister. But the problem 
was how to get a slice of ham without the Prime Minister noticing it. 
This involved an exceedingly delicate and complex operation. The Medical 
Research Council cat enjoyed the slide, and therefore so did the Prime 


Minister at breakfast the next morning, 


Winston Churchill was continually given cigars as presents and all 
of these passed through my office before he was allowed to smoke them. 
He was aware of this and from time to time expressed irritation at the delays. 
Sometimes the number of cigars presented to him were so large, once running 
into thousands, that statistical techniques had to be relied on, though all 
boxes were routinely X-rayed for bombs. The Prime Minister appeared 


amused by the statistical techniques and the methods of testing for poison. 


When, at the end of the War, Winston Churchill visited Paris, a 


distinguished industrialist gave him twelve bottles of priceless, very old 
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Armagnac. What was to be done? I said I could not take the responsibility 
of releasing the bottles to him unless a thirteenth was produced for testing. 


The industrialist reluctantly agreed to this, and I and my colleagues had 
a very enjoyable evening.
